For Lorraine Black 
Citizenship 

Loralne Black, Methodist Col- 
lege junior, Is a Scottish-born 
Lassie who halls from Edlnburg, 
Scotland. She first came to the 
United States In 1958 and is now 
applying for American citizenship. 

When I Interviewed Lorraine, 
she looked like a fashion model 
that had Just walked out of the 
pages of MADEMOISELLE, an ap- 
pearance which always seems to 
be with her. As we began our 
conversation, she displayed poise 
and talked with amazing frankness. 

As for becoming an American 
citizen, "It took me quite a while 
to decide. I liked It here and plan- 
ned on loving here. This is a 
big step and one of the major 
decisions I have made In my life. 
And becoming a citizen will mean 
more to me because of having 
to go through all the procedures." 

In order to become a citizen, 
Lorraine must have been a re- 
sident of the United States for at 
least five years and a resident of 
Baltimore, Maryland, where she 
is living, for six months. Two 
witnesses from Maryland who have 
known her for six months and two 
from North Carolina are also re- 
quired in carrying out the pre- 
cedures. 

"I filed my petition this sum- 
mer. It covers Just about every- 
thing. Most of the main work Is 
done after filing the petition- 
checking up on me—. I was called 
to the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Services Department of the 
fifth of October. I was given an 
examination which tested me on 
the reading, writing and speaking 
of English and my knowledge of 
the basic principles of the Con- 
stitution. I was then given an 
oral examination and talked with 
an interviewer for about half an 
hour. My two witnesses from 
Maryland were also Interviewed. 
Papers will be filled out by my 
witnesses In North Carolina; and 
I will probably be called back 
In the next two or three months."

The national arm of the Dem- 
ocratic Party Is the College Young 
Democrats 'vlth seven hundred 
chapters and a membership of 
82,000 students. A student Is 
affiliated with this latter group 
through the Federation of North 
Carolina. 

Walter has been appointed Col- 
lege Organizer by Winnberg ear- 
lier this year.

Joint Recital if 
Given By Faculty 

"It was a real pleasure to sing 
In St. John's Episcopal Church," 
remarked Alan Porter after the 
joint October 4 recital with Mrs. 
Jean Ishee. "The arcoustlcs are 
very good and the organ that Mrs. 
Ishee played Is one of the finest In 
this area " 

Mr. Porter, tenor, and Mrs. 
Ishee, organist, might feel real 
Indebtedness to the physical con- 
ditions In the church, but the 
listeners to the program of sacred 
music were more Impressed by the 
talent of the performers. Each 
showed his versatltlty and feeling 
for music as he presented three 
selected groupings. 

A sacred music program could 
hardly be complete without some 
J.S. Bach selections, and Mrs. 
Ishee opened the program with four 
of his choral preludes, pieces 
whose function is to open a sacred 
service. Mr. Porter then sang 
arias from three Bach cantatas. 
Back wrote a different contata for 
each Sunday of the year, and then 
repeated this musical feat two 
times. 

Following a movlngperformance 
of an organ trascrlptton of 
Morzart's "Fantasia In F minor," 
K.608, Mr. Porter presented se- 
lections from the Mendelssohn 
oratorios "St. Paul" and "Elijah" 
and from the symphony-contata, 
"Hymn of Praise." Mrs. Ishee 
next presented her final solo, 
"Piece Heroique" by Cesar Frank. 

Mr. Porter's last selections 
were twentieth century pieces. 
This "This Is the Victory, Even 
Our Faith" byH. Leroy Baumgart- 
ner was especially impressive be- 
cause both Mr. Porter and Mrs. 
Ishee took difficult music with 
shifting rhythms and tonality, and 
working together presented it in 
a manner that seemed effortless. 

The program was organized by 
the chronological order of the 
composers whose works were In- 
cluded. The individual pieces 
were well chosen by mood, for 
they together composed a single 
but many faceted musical 
and religious experience. Metho- 
dist College Is Indeed proud to 
have two teacher who can organize 
and present so beautiful a pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Willis Gates, chairman of tht 
College Music Department made a 
most appropriate summation of the 
performance In a review for the 
Fayettevllle Observer. The fol- 
lowing In taken from that article.

He destested use of the 
words "noble" and "sacrifice" 
to describe peace Corps rm enters. 

Africa Is made up of hundreds 
of tribes and despite the ro'vth 
of new countries In Africa, the 
members of these tribes always 
associate themselves with their 
tribes first. This Is a basic cause 

of the difficulty at uniting the people 

of Africa. Now that the countries 
of Africa are becoming independ- 
ent, they must move toward self- 
government and toward modern 
concepts of government.

—Announces Candidacy— 



In a letter to College Ked- 
eratlon rank anil file on August 
6, 1964, Turner announces his 
candidacy for the chairmanship of 
the North Carolina Federation on 
College Young Democrat Clubs. 
Turner outlines three main plat- 
form points: (1) emphasis on 
college organization, (2) the 
establishment of a Federation 
newspaper, and (3) closer con- 
nection with the National Federa- 
tion. Thus, Turner's first state- 
wide campaign had begun. With 
well over one-hundred letters, 
numerous state-wide calls, and 
two trips to Kalelgh, Walter en- 
tered North Carolina politics. The 
initial cost of the campaign was 
around seventy dollars. This 
lee was shouldered by the can- 
didate's summer Job (Pepsi- 
Cola), his brother, and campaign 
manager, Nona Id Fnders of Wake 
Forrest. 

In Kalelgh on the twenty-fifth, 
Walter Turner ( an ted the state- 
wide election, taklnt' sixteen of 
twenty-six voting clubs. Hay 
i jtton of Pfelffer College car- 
ried nine with State abstaining. 
College votes are distributed a- 
mont' clubs according to a numlier 
of qualifications; Including mem- 
U-iship. club participation, and 
h i lority. The University and 
E. . C. are the most powerful 
clubs with fourteen votes each. 
Methodist College has six votes. 

The Democratic Party In North 
Carolina Is less than unified. 
1 his was evident In both the 
Federation elections and the state 
Y. D. C. Both top positions were 
controlled by preyer men. 
(Miller, Y. D. C. President spoke 
at Methodist College on the nine- 
teenth of this month.) In this 
latter race Walter Turner re- 
mained neutral. Thus emerged 
the theme of his campaign and 
future administration: UNITY. It 
would do well for other party 
members to stress the same 
theme. 

Turner now controls thirty- 
clubs and 6,000 students. The 
power In the position lies, as 
dues the Governor's power, In 
appointments. The most import- 
ant being the College Organizer. 
Turner's first appointee is a- 
nother M. C. favorite son, Jerry 
Marcus, who will serve the Fed- 
eration as Parliamentarian.

The new 
policy, formulated by the Univer- 
sity Senate, states that any char- 
tered student organization may, In 
a manner consistent with Its by 
laws and with approval of Its fac- 
ulty advisor, invite a guest speaker 
to address Its own membership. 

In the event that Invitations to 
such a meeting extend beyond the 
membership of the organization In- 
volved to a larger group of the 
University, approval of the speaker 
must be secured In writing In as- 
vance of his invitation from the 
Dean of Student Affairs. 

The decision of the dean's office 
regarding such approval may be 
appealed by the organization to the 
University Senate Committee on 
Student Organizations and Activ- 
ities, whose decision In the matter 
will be final. 



Work Scholarships 
Open To Students 



Rochester, N. Y.-(L P.)-Tohelp 
Its unden r 'duate students to meet 
IUSING COSTS of higher education, 
the University of Rochester this 
fall will Introduce a system of 
guaranteed student employment 
called "Work Scholarships." The 
new program will supplement the 
University's present scholarship, 
loan and student employment pro- 
grams, according to Acting Pro- 
vost Robert R. France. 

Under the Work Scholarship 
plan, a qualified student in need 
of substantial financial aid may 
be awarded a Work Scholarship 
In conjunction with an outright 
scholarship and/or a long-term 
loan up to the amount of his 
estimated need. The scholarships 
will be awarded during the spring 
and summer and will be admlrls- 
ttred by the Office of Admission 
and Student Aid. 

France explained that a student 
receiving a full Work Scholarship 
of $550 will lie expected to earn 
$350 in one or more campus Jobs 
from September to June. 'This 
will involve alwut 10 to 18 hours 
<>f work a week.) In addition, .is 



part of the scholarship, the student 
will receive a $200 grant-in-aid 
from the Office of Admission and 
Student Aid for providing campus 
services on a regular basis. 

Similarly, a student receiving 
a partial scholarship of $275 will 
be expected to earn $175 during 
the academic year and will re- 
ceive a grant-in-aid of $100. The 
scholarships will be given In com- 
bination with other forms of aid. 
For example, a student who needs 
$1,500 In financial aid Might 
receive $500 In outright scholar- 
ship, a $450 loan, and a $550 
work scholarship. 

George L. Dlschlnger, Jr., 
director of admission and student 
aid, said that the new program's 
major advantage will he that 
"students may count on a 
guaranteed amount for the year, 
assuming that their Job per- 
formance, academic record, and 
conduct are satisfactory." He 
noted that the Work Scholarship 
will help to reduce ''the heavy 
loan burden which some students 
otherwise might have to carry 
because of great financial need."

Gives M. S. M. Program 



Anna Gall Dixon was respon- 
sible for the program at the meet- 
ing of the Methodist Student Move- 
ment on Wednesday. November 11. 
The meeting was held at 7:30 p. 
rn. In C-205. Anna's program was 
on a workcamp held In Cartaret 
County at the end of last June. 
She showed slides of the work- 
camp and explained each one. 

The workcamp was sponsored by 
the North Carolina Conference of 
the Methodist Church. It was held 
near ninemigrantworkcamps. The 
purpose of the workcamp was to 
bring the Christian religion to as 
many people as possible in the 
camps and to show the migrant 
workers that someone did care 
about them. Fourteen teenagers 
from the conference were care- 
fully screened and selected from 
numerous applications and then 
allowed to attend the ten-day work- 
camp. 

The group worked with the mi- 
grant ministry, an organization 
that works full time to try to im- 
prove the migrants* living condi- 
tions. They would rise each morn- 
ing at six o'clock and work until 
twelve at night. The teenagers 
would divide into small groups 



and work at the day care center, 
travel through the camps with 
migrant minister, work with the 
nurse, or work in the nursery. 

At night time the group would 
travel into one of the work camps 
to show a movie and hold religious 
services. Anna said that on one 
of these trips the people really 
showed how much they appreciated 
the group's coming. Although the 
migrants did not have much, they 
went to extreme lengths to try to 
make the group feel at home on 
their visit. 

When asked how she would sum- 
marize what the group accom- 
plished during those ten days, 
Anna hesitated a moment and then 
said, "Results— we don't know 
what affect we had on the migrants; 
we hope we gave some of the chil- 
dren encouragemjnt. We hope we 
exposed some people to God who 
had previously not heard of him." 

No matter what the group did 
for the migrants "it did not com- 
pare to what we did for ourselves. 
We learned to see people as people, 
to accept people of other races, 
and the true meaning of the motto 
of the Methodist Youth Fellow- 
ship, 'Christ Above All.' "

Dr. W. F. Little Speaks 
On Organic Chemistry 



On November 12. 1964, Dr. W. 
F. Little, an Instructor in Organic 
Chemistry at U. N. C., visited our 
campus as a guest speaker to the 
Methodist College Science Club. 
He arrived on our campus about 
3:30 p. m., and was greeted by 
Dr. Charles Ott. advisor to the 
science club. A tea was given In 
his honor by the club at 4:30 p. 
m. In the Science Building audito- 
rium. 

In room s-209 at 5:00 p. m. Dr. 
Little addressed his lecture 

on the topic "Chemistry of Fer- 
rocene" to club members and 
several guests. The discovery of 
ferroncene, an organornltalllc 
compound, opened a new field of 
research In Organic Chemistry. 
Kealy and Pauson discovered fer- 
rocene by accident in 1951 while 
attempting to prepare the hydro- 
cargon fulnalene. Ferroncene 
Chemistry has been a interesting 
topic for discussion in Organic 
Chemistry for the last twelve 
years. Ferrocene, Fe(d5H5)2, a 
very stable orange cyrstalline 
solid Is Insoluble in water but 
soluble in comman organic sol- 
vents. It Is remarkably stable 
in acid and base. Ferrocene, 
a nontoxic compound, is composed 
of an iron atom sandwiched be- 
tween two cyclopentadienyl rings, 
C5H5. It is an aromatic solid of 
molecular weight 186 which malts 
at 173 degrees-174 degrees without 
decomposition. Ferrocene pre- 
sented to the organic chemist a 
new type ofchimical bonding called 
the T-bond. 

Ferrocene Is prepared by re- 
acting cyclopentadiene, C5H6,wlth 
ferrous chloride, Fe C12, In the 
presence of an organic base. Sev- 
eral of the other transitional 



metals are capable of forming 
organom Jtallic compounds ; cobalt, 
nickel and titanium are three 
others. The most Important re- 
actions that ferrocene undergoes 
is the Frledel-Crafts ac/lation to 
produce ketones. This reaction 
is typical of the aromatic hydro- 
carbons. Ferrocenyl ketones are 
prepared by treating ferrocene 
with acid halldes In the presence 
of aluminum chloride. No major 
uses of ferrocene have been dis- 
covered yet, even though it has 
been used in gasoline as an anti- 
knock agent to prevent smoking 
and as a catalyst in rocket fuels 
to assure maximum performance.
